WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—A scene of the 


wildest and most intense excitement 
occurred in the house at the conclusion 
of the debate on Mr. Hitt's Hawaiian 
resolution today, growing out of a per- 
sonal difficulty between Mr. Breckin- 
ridge, of Kentucky, and Mr. Heard, of 
Missouri, in which epithets like, "Im- 
pertinent puppy," "coward," "scoun- 
drel," "liar," were bandied 
One blow 


was struck when friends interposed and 


sergeant-at-arms arrested the two 


offenders and brought them to the bar 
of the house where Mr. Breckinridge 
u the course of an explanation practic- 
ally challenged Mr. Heard and de- 
manded personal satisfaction. 


As well as the tangle of confused 


events can be unravelled, the encount- 
er occurred in this way. Mr. Heard, 
who was in charge of the District of 
Columbia business, cut Mr Brecken- 
ridge, who was attempting to address 
the house on the Hawaiian resolution 
>y demanding the previous question 
on the adaption of theresolntion. Mr. 
Jreckinridge 
immediately 
moved 


around from the side aisle in which he 
was standing to the tier of seats where 
Jr. Heard was located, and hot words 
Allowed. Mr. Breckinridge protested 
against what he called Mr. Hoard's 
rudeness The latter declared he was 
only doing his duty. As the voices of 
he gentlemen rose members rushed 
hither. 


"Impertinent puppy," shouted Mr. 


jreokinridge. 


"Liar," hissed back Mr. Heard 
At the word the white haired Breck- 


nridge, who is a heavily built, stocky 
man, put his foot on the step on which 
the benches are located and let drive a 
right hand blow at Mr. Heard. Mr. 
Heard, who is a slight and apparently 
not strong, but rather tall man, with a 
brown beard, streaked 
with gray, 


dodged. In another instant a dozen 
lands were extended to restrain the 
Sentuckian and the tide of members 
swept him twenty feet up the main 
aisla. But he continued to struggle 
and wrestle with his captors, Messrs. 
Pence and Outhwaite. 


The house and galleries were in an 


uproar. 'Bedlam had broken loose. 
Over it all the cracks of the speaker's 
gavel sounded as he attempted to quell 
.he riot on the floor. In firm tones the 
speaker directed the sergeant-at-arms 
to arrest the offenders. 


Colonel Ike Hill, the deputy, and his 


assistant, Mr. Bobinsou, grabbed the 
silver mace, the emblem of the house's 
authority, and rushed up the aisle. It 
was crowded with a seething mass of 
members 
When they had elbowed 


;hair way to the scene of the combat 
Breckinridge was still struggling with 
those who held him. His antagonist, 
dr. Heard, was, too, calmly in his 
place. Misunderstanding Mr. Pence's 
attempt to quiet Mr. Breckinridge, 
•who was trembling like an aspen with 
over wrought excitement, Colonel Hill 
and his assistant seized both Mr. Breok- 
inridge and Mr. Fence. 


"Not Pence," shouted a dozen mem- 


tiers, "arrest Heard." 


Mr. Heard was pushed into the arms 


of the deputy sargeant-at arms, As the 
two men came together Mr Breckin- 
ridge made a desperate effoit to free 
himself. 


"You are a coward and a scoundrel," 


he yelled a'. Mr. Heard, but the stal- 
wart Robinson 
roughly pulled Mr 


Breckinridge forward and the two rep- 
resentatives of the American congress 
were bustled, rather then escorted, to 
the bar of the house. The speaker 
ordered all to take their seats. Many 
of the members did so reluctantly. 


"Take it hack," shouted Mr. Breok- 


ittridge aa he glared at Mr. Heard, who 
stood, like himself, in custody before 
the bar. 


"You called me an impertinent pup- 


py," answered Mr. Heard. 


Meantime the speaker, in stentorian 


tones, was diivmg the excited and 
frantic members back with heavy 
blows of the gavel. Mr. Breckinridgo 
was appealing for recognition', but the 
speaker would not hear him. j After all 
the members were seated he( ordered 
both Mr. Hewd and Mr.

uized the Kentuckian. 


With his frame trembling with ex- 


citement, his silver hair tumbling back 
from l>is forekead, Mr Breckinridge 
rose, attempting to contain himself, 


Mr. lireckinrilge began his apology

should occur on this floor, but when I 
thought J had beiii taken off the floor 
with great rudeness I went to Mr 
Heard and .said f> him that he could 
not do business »i that way. He re- 
plied that that wls an insolent state- 
ment, and that I vao 'an impertinent 
scoundrel'"

"He said I was a scoundrel," inter-

"I ought notto have resented it, 
Mr. Speaker," he continued, turning to

Senator Shiveley's bill concerning 


libel in civil and criminal cases was re- 
ported favorably by the senate commit- 
tee on judiciary. 
It requires the 


aggrieved party to serve notice of the 
suit three days before its filing 
The 


notice shall specify the alleged false 
and defamatory statement. If it ap- 
pears on trial that the article was pub- 
lished in good faith, that its falsity was 
due to a mistake or misapprehension 
of the facts, and that a full and fair 
retraction was made, arter the mistake 
was brought to the knowledge of 
the publisher, then 
the 
plaintiff 


shall 
receive only actual damages 


Actual damages shall be construed to 
include all damages that the plaintiff 
may have suffered in respect to his 
character, property, business, profession 
or occupation. The bill also contains 
the provision of the Sruhbs libel law. 


WILL NOT KEDUCB RAILWAY FARE 


The railroad committee of the house 


has not agreed to report favorably on 
the bill to reduce railroad fare to two 
cents a mile, and it will not not do so, 
its members say. 


The committee has agreed to report 


favorably on Representative Van Ars- 
del's bill providing that county com- 
missioners shall giant a right-of-way 
over any highway to an electric road, 
whenever two-thirds of the land own- 
ers along the highway shall petition 
For the road. 


SMOTHERING TKHPEKANCE LEGISLATION. 
It seems certain that there will be 


<wo reports from the committee on 
lemperftnce as to the Nicholson bill. 
The men who think the management 
of the republican party in this state 
rests on them are bringing all possible 
influences to bear-*for the indefinite 
postponement of the bill. Some of 
ihem are already going about the gen- 
eral assembly declaring that the author 
of the bill is a "Quaker and a crank."

;he state indorsing the bill. 


The latest story started by men here 
n Indianapolis who are trying to bring 
about the death of the bill is that it is 
not the product of republicanism, but 
was written by representatives of the 
flood Citizens' League. They declare 
that this fact alone ought to kill the 
bill. 


There are nine members of the com- 


mittee, and it seenv /obable that five 
of them, includ .<g the 
democratic 


members, will sign a majority report in 
Favor of the indefinate postponement 
of the bill. Three of the republican 
members are heartily in favor ol the 
bill. These are Chairman Nicholson 
and Representatives Arsdel and Willis. 
It is said that at least two other repub< 
lican members were for the bill, until 
the party leaders took them to* task 
The impression is that if the bill comes 
before the house for consideration, it 
will be passed with the local option 
stricken out. The party managers 
seem to believe that the "steering com 
mittee" of the senate will be able to 
kill the hill if it gets into their hands. 


LOCKED UP 


Were the Books of the WlUslcy

And the Court's Representative tVra 


Sot Permitted to See Them—To 


Blow Open the Safe. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 1.—Developments in 


the Whisky trust case iolay were of a 
sensational nature. The books which 
Judge Groascup had ordered examined 
at Feoria were found to be locked up. 
An attempt wai made to have two of 
the complainants in the receivership 
proceedings removed on the ground 
that they were mere clerks, and grave 
charges of manipulation of stock were 
made against prominent offloia's of the 
trust. The unexpected deve'opmente 
at Peoria caused considerable conster- 
nation in the ranks of the Hartshorne 
stockholders' committee. 
Last night 


Nathan Bijour, of New iYork, left for 
Peoria, accompanied by two expert ac- 
countant* and armed with an order 
from Judge Grosacup for an examina- 
tion of the company's books. Early to- 
day word was received that access to the 
books was denied. 
Mr. Bijour wired 


that the books were behind the bolts 
and hare of the company's vaults and 
that the only man having the combina- 
tion to the safe was out of town. 
Hia 


request for instructions was answered 
Immediately by ft telegram ordering 


him to secure the hooks at any cost 
and by any means and assuring him of 
support in any methods he might see 
fit to use The prospects of a possible 
safe blowing episode at Peoria did not 
dismay the stockholders committee in 
the least. 
Their attorneys stated that 


they did not care how the books were 
secured and were positive that Mr. 
Bijour would get his experts to work 
today despite the missing safe combi- 
nations. 


One of the attorneys for the stock- 


holders' committee admitted in an in- 
terview that it was proposed to reach 
the books at Peoria by violence if 
necessary. 


'The court has ordered these books 


examined," he said, "and we will ex- 
amine them if dynamite is strong 
enough to open the vault. This after- 
noon Mr. Bijour was wired at Peoria to 
use dynamite in getting at the books, 
and I have no doubt that he will do so, 
if he finds it necessary. We are not to 
be stopped by any trickery on the part 
of the opposition, Mr Bijour and his 
accountants arrived in Peoria at 7 
o'clock today and went immediately to 
the offices of the whisky trust 
The 


offices were practically deserted. No 
one was there but Ben Qreenhut, son 
of President Gtreenhut. He informed 
Mr. Bijour that head bookkeeper Magee 
was the only man that could give the 
combination and that Mr. Magee had 
left for Chicago at 11 o'clock last night. 
The wire correspondence followed and 
we are now awaiting developments at 
Peoria "

Frightful .Result of a Fire in a 


Hospital. 


Brave Little Hiunie Baumer Prefer* 


JDenth lij Fire Than to Leave 


Her Patient. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, Feb 1.—The Dea- 


connesses home, located on Jennings 
avenue, is burning and it is reported 
that four persons have been burned to 
death. They are. 


Albert Almyer. 
Minnie Baumer. 
An eight months-old baby. 
Jacob Krause. 
The fire started in the basement, pre- 


sumably from the furnace and before 
it could be extinguished four of the 
ifteen patients in the house and hos- 
rital were dead and the building al- 
most entirely destroyed. Brave work 
on the part of the firemen and police 
alone prevented a further loss. The 
file started about 11 o'clock. 


The Deaconneusea' hospital has been 


n existence but a short time in this 
city. It is a branch of a large hospital 
n Chicago and of no especial denom- 
nation 


The building was a wooden structure 


three stories high. In an incredably 
short time there was but little left of 
iti8 building but a few parts of the side 
walls. The flames had gained consid- 
erable 
headway before the persons 


ooated on the top floor discovered 
heir perilous situation. It was then 
too late to descend' by the stairs 
and those on that floor gave up their 
ives. Before the fire department had 
arrived and before the flames had 
reached the outside of the building 
Minnie Baumer, one of the nurses, ap- 
peared at the up stairs window and 
implored those below to assist her in 
jetting out her patient, who was Wm 
Almyer, one of the men burned. All 
saw that it would be folly to attempt to 
enter the building, which was now 
lurning fiercely. 


"Jump to the porMh and save your- 


self," they cried to her as she was hut 
fifteen or sixteen feet above th» broad 
veranda roof. 


"I can't leave my patient," was the 


reply of the brave woman, aa she turned 
to look back into the room evidently 
to quiet the fears of Almyer, who 
thought she was going to leave him. 
For a moment the brave woman stood 
looking down into the crowd below 
ler and then duty triumphed over her 
desire to he saved. The smoke was 
pouring from the windows about her 
and her white, startled face appeared as 
a picture in a frame of darkest ebony. 
Then she turned into the room and was 
seen no more until her blackened form 
was carried tenderly from the building 
shortly after. 


Aroused by the smoke, James Ehert, 


one of the patients, grouped his way to 
the side window on the second floor 
and waved his hand to those outside 
His signal was teen and two men se- 
cured ladders, spliced them together, 
and placed them to the window. Ehert 
started to climb down, but lost his hold 
and was caught by those below. Four 
men were taken from the burning 
building; one was caught in a blanket, 
and the the four corpses were taken 
from the building before they had been 
consumed by the fire. 


Jacob Kruee was found at the foot of 


the stairs leading to the third floor. He 
had been suffering from a fractured 
skull and was suffocated. 
Wm. Al- 


myer was suffering from a broken hip 
and he was also suffocated. 
Minnie 


Baumer, the nurse who had remained 
to guard him, was found terribly 
burned at the foot of the bed. 
In »u 


adjoining room was found the body of 
a young child eight weeks old. It had 
been suffocated. The four bodies were 
placed in a dead wagon and taken to a 
morgue

Some of the druggists of the city, 


who it is alleged violated the law in re- 
gard to the sale of intoxicating liquor, 
have been having an inning in court 
this week and some of them have gone 
out of it with a fine of $20 and coits 
taxed up against them on the dockets 
of the peace justices before whom the 
oases were tried. The affidavits in each 
case were filed by men who started out 
for the avowed purpose of securing con- 
victions and making the testimony. 
This 
they 
did 
by 
going 
to 


the 
drug stores 
and 
purchasing 


a half pint bottle of whisky and then 
going to the justice office and making 
affidavit that the liquor was sold to 
them in less quantities than a quart 
without a license to do so. 
In several 


of the cases which were tried the drug- 
gists were fined $20 and costs and they 
appealed the oases to the circuit court, 
and in others they were acquitted on 
account of the insufficiency of evidence 
produced. 


The case against F. H. Fryer, who 


conducts a drug store at 83 Wells 
street, in Bloomingdale, was tried last 
night before Justice Hays, where it 
was taken by change of venue 
from 


Justice France. 
The affidavit was 


sworn to by Julius Hazen, who alleged 
in it that on the 28th day of January 
the druggist's agent, Mrs. Fryer, had 
sold whisky in less quanity than a 
quart when he, the druggist, had no 
legal right to do so. 


The case was tried on the part of the 


state by Deputy Prosecutor Charles 
Ryan and defended 
by Attorneys 


Robert Driebelbiss and Elmer Leonard 
The prosecuting witness, Hazen, was 
placed on the stand and he testified to 
the purchase of the liquor, a half pint 
of whisky, from Mrs. Fryer on the 
date named in the affidavit. 
In his 


cross examination Mr. Leonard drew 
from the witness the fact that he had 
purposely purchased the liquor, as he 
had done at other drug stores, for the 
purpose of making a case against the 
druggist, and that he did so because he 
wanted the witness fee in the case, $1, 
although he qualified it by saying that 
he believed the druggist was violating 
the law and he ought to be fined for it. 


Mr. Leonard in his rigid cross exam- 


ination traced the history of Hazen, 
whom he characterized as a "spotter," 
from the time that be came to this 
country in 1880 from Germany up until 
the present time, showing the different 
places that he had worked and the 
length of time that he was out of em- 
ployment. The man had been a com, 
mon laborer, working at ditching and 
such other manual labor as he could 
find to do. He testified that since the 
1st of January he had had only a few 
days' work and acknowledged that he 
had been working up these liquor law 
violations for the purpose of getting the 
witness fees. 


In the testimony he repeatedly said 


during the cross examination that he 
had purchased the liquor at Fryer's 
Monday morning, the 28th of January, 
and when he left the stand the defend- 
ant's attorneys insisted that the case he 
dismissed because the proof was at vati- 
ence with the affidavit, which stated 
that the sale of the liquor was made on 
the 26th, which would have been last 
Saturday. 
This variance Prosecutor 


Ryan argued was not material. 
Attor- 


neys Driebelbiss and Leonard insisted 
that.it was, because if the defendant 
was" convicted of selling the liquor on 
the 26th, he could be tried again in an- 
other court for selling it on the l$th. 
The hour was late when this point in 
the case was reached, and by agreement 
further consideration of the contested 
law point and argument as to the testi 
mony was continued until 10 o'clock 
this morning. 


This morning the state's attorney 


cited the court to the law and Justice 
Hays held that there was not such a 
material difference in the dates as to 
warrant a dismissal. 
The attorneys 


then submitted the case upon the testi- 
mony and Justice Hays acquitted the 
defendant, 
because the prosecuting 


witness had said at the time he pur- 
chased the liquor that he wanted it for 
medical purposes. 


The law in regard to the sale of in- 


toxicating liquors requires that all per- 
sons who sell it m less quantities than 
a quart must take out a state license of 
$100 This many druggists have not 
done and in order to permit their sale 
of it by the pint or half pint they 
must, according to a late decision, be 
satisfied that the liquor is for medical 
purposes and use proper precaution 
and care in determining whether it is 
for legitimate purposes. 
Some are 


very careless in this matter and they 
conduct a sort of a saloon bar business 
without having the proper license to 
do co.

LETTER FROM JAPAN. 


Miss Snyder Writes to Her CUristlnn 


Endeavor Friends. 


Miss S. S. Snyder, a lady who left this

ot the Peddler Ordinance.

Last evening at the city hall a num- 


ber of business men and other cifeena 
met with the finance committee of the 
city council for the purpose of urging 
the passage of the new ordinance re- 
garding the licensing of peddlers and 
hawkers. The ordinance was intro- 
duced by Councilman Waltemath and 
on January Sth was referred to the 
committee on finance. 


The ordinance provides that all per- 


sons engaged in peddling fruits, vege- 
tables, eggs, butter, poultry, beets or 
other farm product, fish, goods, wares, 
medicines, merchandise or other arti- 
cles of value within the city, shall be 
compelled to take out a license. 


When these articles are sold from 


wagons a license fee'of $80 per year 
must be paid on each wagon and no 
icense for less than a year can be taken 
out. Persons selling from baskets, or 
carte, or carrying their wares Oil their 
>eraon in any manner must also take 
jut a license for one year, paying there- 
or $00 for a full twelve months. Tha 
ordinance further provides that the 
icense shall not be transferred and ' 
bat where the goods are sold from a 
•ehicWt must be provided with a 
ard two feet long and twelve inches 
wide conspicuously displayed and read 
' 


ng "Licensed Vendor." 
Peddlers 


without wagons (as well as those with 
hem) must always have their license 
eady to show if such is demanded. 
Section 5 of the ordinance gives ex-

side of the gangway, and when I come 
to the next gangway I do the same, and 
so on until the piece is covered. The 
ears of corn aie put Ib a largo open 
chamber and husked at my leisure. 


Then I make a horse for shocking 


corn. 


Take a small pole and bolt the legs 


to the pole and bore a hole for the pin. 
The cornstalks are shocked as I go along. 
I take six rows, three on each side of 
the horse, and bind the shocks with 
rope. There will be two rows of shocks 
in a section. I use the same rigging to 
draw my cornstalks to tho barn, and the 
shocks are -easily taken off. I put my 
cornstalks just where I want them and 
do not disturb them until fed out. There 
is no waste in feeding. I do my work 
all siloue without any help. This is the 
cheapest way aud best to harvest the 
corn ciop that I know of. 


The Complete Fertilizer. 


It is commonly said that a "com- 


plete" fertilizer need contain only the 
tbrco mineral elements V'hich aro usu- 
ally deficient iu tho soil — viz, potash, 
phosphoric acid and nitrogen. Practical- 
ly, however, we find that, though a soil 
may bo rich in each of the elements 
which go to make up tho plant, it is 
impossible to secure good or oven fair 
crops unless it contains, in addition to 
those, a liberal supply of humuS) which 
is formed whenever vegetable matter 
decays in the soil, and it is in the for- 
mation of this material that the practice 
of plowing under green crops has its 
greatest value. It is plentiful in nil 
fresh soils, but becomes exhausted by 
continued cultivation in hoed crops, es- 
pecially in tho hill lands, and the sup- 
ply must bo renewed before chemical 
fertilizers can bo used to advantage. It 
is tho necessary foundation of all'fertil- 
ity, and without it tho nSo of any com- 
mercial fertilizer is sure to be disap- 
pointing. If the fertilizers used do not 
contain humus making material, it mnst 
sooner or later be supplied by the plow- 
ing under of green crops or by turning 
the landont to rest. —Farmers' Eeview. 


Ileus and Grapevines. 


An Eugljsh authority calls attention 


to tho fact that some of the best French 
poultry emanate from the wine districts 
of Franco. In the Medoc, whero claret 
comes from, they are1 to bo seen in largo 
numbers, although tho vines are not 
more than 15 inches in height. Here 
they arc given full liberty and allowed 
to wander where they like for ten months 
in tho year, only being removed during 
July and August, when the grapes aro 
ripening. Instead of being injudons, 
they are found very serviceable indeed 
in clearing tho vines of insocts and 
grab, cleaning the laud and supplying 
it with a valuable manure. This ar- 
rangement fits in with tho requirements 
of poultry, for by tho beginning of Jnly 
thero has boon a great reduction in num- 
bers, the chickens for marketing pur- 
poses having all been killed by that 
time, and thus tho stock is more limited 
in number than it would bo earlier in 
the year.

Wd advise taking a sample of the honey 
foi testing, visitiug the best families in 
toijn and,country, taking orders and do- 
livfring tho goods, being careful to 
haio tho Ijoney equal or better than the 
sample. In this way we fiud.a market 
for all out extracted honey at 13}£ cents 
per pound. Comb honey can be sold in 
tho same way. This year the crop ia so 
smlll theii is no need of any haste in 
selling, aud thoie who rush to sail for 
the first offer are sure to suffer loss."

Government on Feeding Wheat. 


The agricultural department at Wash- 


ington has issued a bulletin on feeding 
wheat to stock. The bulletin advocates 
the uso of screenings ,aud low grade of 
wheat as animal food and the placing 
o£ only tho best wheat on tho market. 
Equal paits of wheat and corn prove 
hotter for fattening animals than either 
of these grains alone. For growing ani- 
mals corn is plainly not so suitable as 
is whe.it or oats. When wheat and corn 
are the tame price per bushel, it is pref- 
erabla to feed wheat aud sell corn. 
Wheat should at first bo fed in small 
quantises. It should, when possible, be 
mixed with somo otlier grain, and care 
should be taken to prevent any ono ani- 
mal from getting more than the quan- 
tity intended for it. Theso precautions 
aro especially necessary when wheat is 
fed to horses. Tho best form in which 
to feed wheat is to roll or grind it into 
a coarse meal. It may then be fed alono 
or mixed With cornmeal or ground oats. 


The best information now obtainable 


shows that tho practice of fee"ding wheat 
to farm animals has becomo common 
among the farmers and feeders of Kan- 
sas. Even those of Nebraska, OklaRoma 
and Missouri are, to a limited extent, 
feeding their wheat instead of soiling it 
at present shipping prices.
